1. This action will not be made final due to the new grounds of rejection. 

2. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or 
on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

3. Claims 3 1-32 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Pu et. al. (5,843,847). 

Pu et. al. disclose a process for rie etching a BPSG layer on a wafer using a patterned 
photo resist etch mask, and a plasma which is comprised of an inert gas (i.e.-Ar, etc.), a nitrogen 
compound (i.e.-N2, etc.), a hydrofluorocarbon (i.e.- CHF3, etc.), and a fluorocarbon absent H 
(i.e.-CF4). The etching process is characterized by low micro-loading. This is discussed 
specifically in columns 2-3; and discussed in general in columns 1-16. This is shown in 
figures 1-8. 

4. Claims 33-34 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Oda et. al. as applied in paragraph 18 of the previous office action. 

5. Claims 1-14, 16-23, 27-30, and 35-40 are allowed. 

6. Applicant's arguments with respect to claims of record have been considered but are moot 
in view of the new ground(s) of rejection.
